Historical Society Will

nessmen that then carriage-making 
business would sulfei if they con- 
t nuccl to oppose slavery, but under 
the Icadciship of James McAllister, 
Adams Wirt and otheis the Adams 
County Anti-Slaveiy society was 
foimcd with McAllister, owner of 
the grist mill south of here along 
Rock creek which later was dc- 
sciibcd as a slnt'on on the "U. G.

The mill was located about a half 
mile iipslream from the point where 
the Littlcstown road

creek. It was erected in 17DO and 
was the oldest of its kind in this 
section.

1850 to 1858, Mr. Tilberg quoted the 
late Theodore McAllister, son of 
James McAllister, as saying.

For ten years 
he was a member of the board of Trustees of the 
college, its secretary and on most of its important 
committees. He was president of the Building Asso- 
ciation, a Mason and prominent in Corporal Skelly 
Post, G. A. R. Since 1867 he has been prominent in 
the Republican party, stumping the county In many 
campaigns, representing it in State conventions, and 
running as a candidate for office. 


In 1885' he was elected District 'Attorney without a 


contest and he was again chosen In 188!) after a 
hard fight and a very large poll. Three years ago 
upon the death of Mr. Buehler, he succeeded to the 
editorship of the Star and Sentinel. He married in 
1875 Miss Mary J. Crawford, of this place, who with 
a mother, sister and two young daughters, survives 
him.

The Literary Guidepost 


By John Selby 


SOUTHERNER DISCOVERS NEW ENGLAND," 


by Jonathan Daniels; IMucmillan: $3). 
T 


HE last time we saw Jonathan Daniels was last 
month, in the kitchen of Paul Green's house in 


Chapel Hill, N. C. He was talking, asking questions. 
He usually is talking, asking questions. He is, in fact, 
a master at the art of conversation, and this is the 
secret of the success of two books. "A Southerner Dis- 
covers the South" and its companion piece, published 
today as "A Southerner Discovers New England." 


For Mr. Daniels does not do his discovering^ in a 


library. He takes his car and travels. He has driven 
up and down the roads of New England for weeks 
on end. He has slept at St. Botolph's In Boston, eaten 
Ipswich clams from roadside stands, trnmper hurri- 
cane regions in Maine and elsewhere, visited In tene- 
ments and at. Yule where Harkne.ss Gothic rules su- 
preme. This is not the way to produce a doctor's 
thesis, but it is one of the best ways to produce a book. 
And .few will reach the end of "A Southerner Discov- 
ers New England" without realising that it also has 
produced a unique experience for the reader. It is al- 
most the Pare Lorenz technique.turned to bookmaking. 


Mr. Daniels has a perfectly adequate factual basis 


beneath his text. But his more valid conclusions and 
his soundest information come from the inflection 
of a voice as it makes a statement, from the look of a 
library as its owner talks in it. A Maine man says 
he has "-just enough to keep him off the town" and 
the way he says it te'ls Mr. Daniels that he is talking 
to an important man. New England is not a region 
where overstatement is usual, and a keen ear is as 
essential to successful interviewing there as a pad and 
pencil. Perhaps more so. 


'All'this talk and travel added up to something 


in the Daniels mind, too. The total is not a set of 
rigid conclusions, but a gracious and probably unas- 
sailable thought. Tlie road we all travel, thinks Mr.

Chapter II 


GENEALOGY OF THE GARDNER FAMILY 


Some years ago I became interested in tracing the genealogy of the 


an-.lly to which I belong. 
By personal inquiry and correspondence I 


uccecdcd In enrolling several hundred names from the different branches 
if the family and arranging them In the order of their relationship. 
But I found the work so difficult and the various branches so scattered 
hat It was jmpossible to make a complete list of all the descendants 
if the original progenitor. The effort which I made, however, enables 
ne to give a reliable statement of the particular branch to which I belong. 


Bernhard Gardner our great ancestor and his wife were Germans. 


They emigrated from Germany, the city of Bremen, about the middle 


f Ihe eighteenth century—some years before the revolutionary war. 


They settled in Lancaster county, Pennsylvania. Some time afterwards 
hey resided in Lebanon county. His wife's name was Barbara Weldman. 
. baptismal certificate of one of their children fixes their residence In 
'ebruary, 1779, in Localllco township, Lancaster county, Pennsylvania. 
What calling he pursued I have not been able to ascertain, but the 
probability is that like a great majority of his countrymen who came 
to America at that time, he followed agriculture for a living. The cer- 
tificate alluded to indicates that he and his wife were members of the 
German Reformed church. 
These humble ancestors closed their lives 


In the same locality and repose in unmarked graves In one of the country 
cemeteries. 


Reared Large Family 


These parents reared a, large family of children, eight sons and one 


daughter. Their names were Adam, William, Bernhard, Martin, Jacob, 
John, Christopher, George and Margaret. All of these children settled 
in the western part of York county, Pa., before the year 1800. In that 
year the part in which they resided was included in the county of Adams, 
then organized. They made their homes on the waters of the Conewago, 
Bermudlan and Latimore creeks. All of them took up land and began 
farming except Jacob and John who came to the little village of Peters- 
burg to follow their trades. Tills town (now the borough of York Springs) 
is situated where the Gettysburg and Harrisburg road Intersects the 
Hanover and Carlisle Turnpike. 


Ai an early day Christopher went over the Allegheny mountains 


and located In Westmoreland county, Penna. Margaret; the only sister, 
married a Hlldebrand and lived close to East Berlin, Adams county. 
They had a larg.e family. 


Jacob was a tanner and for a number of years practiced lib trade 


in the village and 
I hen began storekceplng. Adam owned a farm on 


the north side of the Bermudlan creek in Latimore township. William 
located on the Conewago. Bernhard settled in the upper end of Hunt- 
ington township near the mountains. Martin purchased a place on 
the state road about one mile north of the town. Of George I have no 
authentic information. 


The Gardner-Stuilcbakcr workshop in Adams County. 


John Gardner, my paternal grandfather, was born In Lancaster 


Penna., December 9th, 1758. 
He married Susan Elizabeth Lanvinger' 


who was born at Lanford, Va., May 20th, 17CG. He located at the upper 
end of the town. He was a wagon maker by 'trade and followed this 
business to the end of his life. At that period the business was reasonably 
profitable as the only means of conveying produce to market or getting 
goods in return was by large and heavy wat'ons. The work required much 
labor and patience tut all the material had to be taken from the crude 
.state and finished in the shop.

following order: Margaret. Elizabeth, Dorothy, John Valentine, Benjamin 
George, Catharine, Thomas and Phoebe (twins).

Death of John M’Krauth, Esq.: District Attorney 
John M. K rauth died at his residence in this place on 
Saturday morning after an illness which had confined 
him to the house since January. 
He was the youngest son of the Rev. Dr. Charles P. 
K rauth, and was born M arch 3, 1846, in the old college 
building during his father’s presidency of the institu­ 
tion. 
He was educated at Pennsylvania college and was 
graduated in the class of 1864. 
Before graduating 
he enlisted in Co. A 26th Regiment Pa. Militia, .serv­ 
ing from June 9 to July 30, 1863. He then enlisted in 
the Signal Corps and served from M arch 28. 1864 to 
August 28, 1865. 
After his return from the army, he 
read law under David McConaughy, Esq., and was 
adm itted to the bar on November 18th, 1867, being a 
little more than 21 years old. 
He was appointed 
Assistant Assessor of Internal Revenue in 1869 and 
served until 1873. 
He served as postm aster for eight 
years, from 1877 to 1885. For seventeen years he was 
a member of the public school board of this place, 
acting as secretary until rendered ineligible by his 
election to the District Attorneyship. For ten years 
he was a member of the board of Trustees of the 
college, its secretary and on most of its im portant 
committees. 
He was president of the Building Asso­ 
ciation, a Mason and prominent in Corporal Skelly 
Post, G. A. R. 
Since 1867 he has been prominent in 
the Republican party, stum ping the county in many 
campaigns, representing it in State conventions, and 
running as a candidate for office. 
In 1885 he was elected District Attorney without a 
contest and he was again chosen in 1889 after a 
hard fight and a very large poll. 
Three years ago 
upon the death of Mr. Budder, he succeeded to the 
editorship of the Star and Sentinel. 
He married in 
1875 Miss Mary J. Crawford, of this place, who with 
a mother, sister and two young daughters, survives 
him.

HE last time we saw Jonathan Daniels was last 
month, in the kitchen of Paul G reen’s house in 
Chapel Hill. N C. 
He was talking, asking questions. 
He usually is talking, asking questions. He Is. in fact. 
a m aster at the art of conversation, and this is the 
secret of the success of two books. ‘ A Southerner Dis­ 
covers the South’’ and Its companion piece, published 
today as ‘ A Southerner Discovers New England.” 
For Mr. Daniels cloes not do his discovering in a 
library. 
He takes his car and travels, 
He has driven 
up and down the roads of New England for weeks 
on end. He has slept at St Botel ph's in Boston, eaten 
Ipswich clams from roadside stands, tram per hurri­ 
cane regions in Maine and elsewhere, visited in tene­ 
ments and ut Yale where Harkness Gothic rules su­ 
preme. 
This is not the way to produce a doctor’s 
thesis, but it is one of the best ways to produce a book 
And tew will reach I he end of "A Southerner Discov­ 
ers New England’’ without realizing that it also lias 
produced a unique experience for the reader. It is al­ 
most the Pare Lorenz technique turned to bookmaking 
Mr. Daniels has a perfectly adequate factual basis 
beneath his text. 
But his more valid conclusions and 
his soundest Information come from the inflection 
of a voice as it makes a statem ent, I rom the look ol a 
library us no owner talks in it. 
A Maine man says 
he has “Just enough to keep him off the town” and 
the way he says it tells Mr. Daniels th a t lie is talking 
to un im portant man. 
New England is not a region 
where overstatement is usual, mid a keen ear is as 
essential to successful interviewing there as a pad and 
pencil. 
Perhaps more so.

W ashington, May 14 <AP)—Con­ 
gress made an impregnable national 
defense its No. I concern today, with 
dem ocrats and republicans alike be­ 
speaking readiness to vote more 
money—perhaps a billion dollars— 
for preparedness. 
There was no unanim ity on the 
am ount needed, however, or the way 
it should be spent.

Reliable sources said a special arm s 
fund of $500,000,000 up probably

homes In this neighborhood, but there Is no record, of It.) Of Ills boyhood 
life but little is known. He spent some, of his early years among his 
relatives on the upper Conewago and at the proper age .he learned the 
trade of his father—wagon making. I have frequently heard him say 
that hc'.had never gone to school more than three months. No system 
of public, schools then existed and education'was confined to the smallest 
limits. After he attained his majority he remained in his' father's shop 
for some, time after he was married. 
On August 7th, 1825 he married 


my mother, Agnes Neely. After the birth of my elder sister he removed 
to a place near the Conewago creek where the Hunterstown Road crosses 
the bridge. Here he was associated with John Studebakcr in making 
wagons. Studebaker was a blacksmith and father did the woodwork. 
They both worked-in the same shop and^both families occupied the same 
house. These buildings, a large brick house and the log shop are still 
standing •and in good repair after the lapse of more than severity years. 
At this place I was born on the 10th of October, 1831. While I was yet 
ail infant father came back to Petersburg where my grandparents still 
lived. Here he began business on his own account and employed hands 
to assist him. The business seemed to be good 'at that time as the turn- 
pike road .from Carlisle to Baltimore passed through the town and was 
the only route to and from the city.

homes in this neighborhood, but there is no record of it.) Of his boyhood 
life but little is known. 
He spent some of his early years among his 
relatives on the upper Conewago and at the proper age he learned the 
trade of his father—wagon making. 
I have frequently heard him say 
that he had never gone to school more than three months. No system 
of public schools then existed and education was confined to the smallest 
limits. After he attained his majority he remained in his fathers shop 
for some time after he was married. 
On August 7th, 1825 he married 
my mother, Agnes Neely. After the birth of my elder sister he removed 
to a place near the Conewago creek where the Hunterstown Road crosses 
the bridge. 
Here he was associated with John Studebaker in making 
wagons. 
Studebaker was a blacksmith and father did the woodwork. 
They both worked in the same shop and both families occupied the same 
house. 
These buildings, a large brick house and the log shop are still 
standing and in good repair after the lapse of more than seventy years. 
At this place I was bom on the 10th of October, 1831. While I was yet 
an infant father came back to Petersburg where my grandparents still 
lived. Here he began business on his own account and employed hands 
to assist him. The business seemed to be good at that time as the turn­ 
pike road from Carlisle to Baltimore passed through the town and was 
the only route to and from the city.
